The house spent Wednesday debat­ 
ing the bill to increase the subsidiary 
coinage by coining the silver bullion 
in the treasury and to recoin stand­ 
ard silver dollars as the public n e c e s­ 
sities may require.

$100,000,000. 
The bill increases this to an indefi­ 
nite amount in the discretion of the 
secretary of the treasury.

On account of the absence of many 
senators, who were in attendance upon 
the funeral of Lord Pauncefote, the 
senate took a recess until 2 o'clock, 
When the senate re-convened at 2 
o clock Mr. Warren presented the re 
port on the omnibus public building 
bill and it was agreed to. 


A bill was passed providing for the 
occupancy by the Grand Army of the 
Republic of the new public printing 
building during the national encamp­ 
ment in October. 
The house spent Wednesday debat­ 
ing the bill to increase the subsidiary 
coinage by coining the silver bullion 
in the treasury and to recoin stand­ 
ard silver dollars as the public neces 
fifties may require. 
The limit of sub­ 
sidiary coinage is now 
$100,000,000. 
The bill increases this to an indefi­ 
nite amount in the discretion of the 
secretary of the treasury.
